Bjork next asked all of the pan- 
elists to describe what Miceli was 
like. The panelists seemed to 
agree that Miceli was tough and 
passionate. 

Kelley called him “a good guy 
who used his intelligence and 
experience to help people in need 
and loved doing it.” 

They of course couldn’t talk 
about Miceli’s values without talk- 
ing about his family, which was 
always his top priority. Besides 
family, they also mentioned that 
he truly cared about his friends 
and constituents. 
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As for what. made Miceli an ef- 
‘fective. candidate, they - offered 


more of his values as a state rep- 
resentative. Kelley said that Mi- 
celi knew how to get bureaucracy 
to move; Wilson claimed it was 
his personal touch with consti- 
tuents; and Carey noted his de- 
sire to listen to and help people. 
Among  Miceli’s _ greatest 
achievements mentioned were his 
help in the acquisition of land for 
the Tewksbury library and saving 
the Tewksbury budget from being 
vetoed by the governor. They went 
on to share that Miceli’s work is 
spread out all over Route 38. 
Finally, Bjork asked the pan- 
elists how they would remember 
Miceli. Carey shared that she 
counts Miceli as someone who al- 
ways came through for the town 
and devoted his life to public serv- 
ice. Wilson insists that he made 
life better for his constituents.

Kelley described him as a man 
driven by his desire to help people. 

Then, Bjork opened up the con- 
versation to questions and com- 
ments from the members of the 
audience. 

When asked by an audience 
member about Miceli’s political 
philosophy, the panel remembered 
how Miceli had started as a Re- 
publican but was elected as a 
Democrat with the same platform 
and opinions. They included how 
he favored constituency, fiscal 
conservatism, and administration. 

A number of Tewksbury and Wil- 
mington residents added stories 
of how Miceli helped them per- 
sonally or offered help through a 
connection, whether by state poli- 
cy or just by encouraging them to 
do more.

» WILMINGTON — This past 
Saturday, April 27, residents 
voted in three new School 
Committee members, three 
members on the Board of 
Selectmen, and one reelec- 
tion: candidate for the Shaw- 
sheen Tech School Commit- 
tee.- The polls closed at 8 
p.m, on Saturday night, with 
absentee voting ending at 
the Same time. 

- Out of six candidates for a 
three-year seat on the Board 
of Selectmen, incumbents 
Gregory Bendel and Kevin 
Caira will both be returning 
fora second term. Accor- 
ding to the Town Clerk’s un- 
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official results, these two 
candidates received 1,837 
and 1,721 votes, respectively, 
leaving fellow candidates 
Suzanne Sullivan, Dan Mur- 
phy, Mark Masselli, and 
Robert Fasulo behind. Sul- 
livan received 1,288 votes; 
Fasulo 876; Masselli 441; and 
Murphy received 69 total 
votes. 

Stepping onto the board for 
a short, one-year term will be 
Jomarie O’Mahoney. She re- 
ceived 1,971 votes compared 
to 698 for Kevin MacDonald 
and 348 for Daryn Marsh. 

Candidates Jo Newhouse, 
Jesse Fennelly, and Jay Sa- 
maha will fill the three open 
seats on the Wilmington 
School Committee. The three 
candidates ran unopposed 
and received more than 
1,700 votes each. Finally, 
Robert Peterson was re- 
elected for another term on 
the Shawsheen. Tech School 
Committee running unop- 
posed.

Michelwitz, worked with 
other chairmen and rep- 
resentatives to create a com- 
munity-facing budget,” said 
Rep. Robertson from the 
floor. “We sought to help 
towns like Tewksbury and 
Wilmington by increasing 
educational aid, unrestricted 
general aid the towns may 
use at their discretion, and 
other support. This will help 
strong community services 
while maintaining livability 
within our homes.” 

A highlight of the educa- 
tion portion of the budget 
was the increase of state 
aide to school districts by 
$30 per student, which re- 
flects a recommendation by 
the Foundation Budget 
Review Commission. Con- 
vened in 2015, the commis- 
sion studied state aid to 
schools and advised recom- 
mendations to support edu- 
cational services as their 
mission adapts and changes. 
The total increase, topping 
out at $218 million dollars, is 
given to each town to ease 
the demand on property

taxes and support schools 
locally. 

In addition to general aid, 
the Special Education Cir- 
cuit Breaker, which reim- 
burses schools for extra-sup- 
port for students requiring 
additional assistance, re- 
ceived a $9 million dollar 
increase. 

In the Health and Human 
Services portion of the 
House’s budget, senior popu- 
lations should be happy to 
know that many programs 
that they rely on benefitted 
greatly. With nursing home 
costs rising, and their neces- 
Sary services needed by 
more and more of Massa- 
chusetts’ aging population, 
the FY20 budget sought to 
address this growing prob- 
lem through an increase: in 
supplemental funding for 
nursing homes across the 
Commonwealth and an 
emergency task force aimed 
at helping to bring stability 
to the industry to mitigate 
or end the ever-increasing 
costs of the industry. 

In addition to these nursing

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home changes, funding in- 
creases to municipal Councils 
on Aging across the state 
should be able to reach out to 
and positively affect more 
seniors in their communities. 

In addition to addressing 
funding changes in educa- 
tion, and senior care pro- 
grams, the FY20 budget con- 
tinues the Legislature’s hard 
push to fighting opioid ad- 
diction. This public health 
crisis has touched nearly 
every household across the 
Commonwealth through one 
form or another. 

Last year, Massachusetts 
ranked among the top 10 states 
with drug overdose deaths 
involving opioids, with over 
2,000 people succumbing to an 
opioid overdose in Massa- 
chusetts, and with a dispropor- 
tionate (population wise) per- 
cent of those deaths occurring 
in Middlesex County. 

In addition to funding sub- 
stance abuse and recovery 
services to help those in need, 
the House budget gives all 
EMS and ambulance compa- 
nies access to bulk-purchase

School in the late 40s, and 
was hired the following year. 
The high school at that time 
was in the building that later 
became the Swain School. 
You can find her in the 1949 
yearbook, when she was ad- 
visor to the knitting club. 
There were many other roles 
as advisor throughout her 
years in the school system. 

Irene Sharp came from 
Charlestown, but eventually 
moved to Wilmington (it was 
pointed out that much of Wil- 
mington had once been part 
of Charlestown, said Princi- 
pal Barney McMahon). 

She taught business sub- 
jects in the high school for 
14 years, at which point she 
became a guidance coun- 
selor. When the West Inter- 
mediate School opened a few 
years later, she was trans- 
ferred there. 

After retiring in 1986, she 
taught cake decorating in 
evening school.

New Tewksbury 
elementary school 
not a done deal yet 


To the editor, ; 

The main purpose of this 
project is to build a new, sin- 
gle elementary school for 
grades 2-4, located next to 
the Ryan school (grades 5-6) 
at the already congested 
Pleasant Street address. 
The dilapidated North St. & 
Trahan schools would be 
closed. 

The Town of Tewksbury has 
been approved for a $33 mil- 
lion reimbursement towards 
the construction of the 
school building only. The re- 
maining $66 million will be 
billed to the Tewksbury resi- 
dents. This includes almost 
$10 million for a new athletic 
field complex (with synthetic 
turf field, 1,500 seat bleach- 
ers, concession stand, 2-story 
field house), an expensive 
add-on, to be sandwiched in 
behind the new elementary 
school. The athletic field is 
not included in the reim- 
bursement for the school 
construction. The extra $10 
million will be billed fully to 
Tewksbury taxpayers! 

Town Hall reports the fol- 
lowing tax increases (fig- 
ures including the yearly 2.5 
percent tax override): 2019 
tax increase = 5.9 percent; 
2020 tax increase = 10 per-

cent. 

This is almost a 16 TE 
tax increase in just two 
years! 

If Tewksbury is in dire 
need for a new elementary 
school building, why are the 
finances muddied up with an 
additional $10 million for an 
athletic field? 

There are a lot of residents 
who are on fixed incomes, 
who can not continue to have 
their taxes increased signifi- 
cantly every year. | 

‘Why is the booster club not 
encouraged to raise addi- 
tional funds for the request- 
ed athletic field, and take if 
off the backs of the heavily 
burdened taxpayers? I un- 
derstand that sports is huge 
in Tewksbury, but when you 
are trying to make ends 
meet on a fixed income, an 
athletic field is not a priori- 
ty.

he old saying goes 
as follows: April 
showers bring 
May flowers. OK, 
the month of Ap- 
ril has brought 
us plenty of show- 

rs. Now we are all anxious 
for some May flowers; howev- 
er, it seems every year when 
we get our first 75 degree day 
in early May, many of us are 
tempted to run to the local 
garden center to fill our pots 
and garden beds with summer 
annuals. 

Yet, this is New England, and 
the chance of another frost 
before the end of May is pretty 
darn good, giving us cause to 
rethink the early planting of 
summer annuals. My mother, 
who was an avid gardener, 
would always tell me to hold 
off until after Memorial Day 
weekend to plant my vegetable 
garden and flower beds. 

Not to say that mother does- 
n’t know best (because, of 
course she does) but there are 
actually many annual plants 
that are available now that 
prefer the cooler tempera- 
tures of early spring, and can 
tolerate a mild frost. 

Start with the strongest and 
earliest of the spring plant- 
ings, the Pansy. Pansies pre- 
fer, and in fact thrive in cooler 

temperatures, and can with- 


ae a 


' Available in a ‘Variety of bright 
_ colors, the Pansy can bring the 
first color of spring to your 
sleeping winter garden. Great 
for pots, window boxes and 
flower beds, as they fill out 
and spread as they mature. 
Plant in full sun or partial 
shade, and remove flowers as 


show. However, Pansies that 
are planted in full sun, will 
burn out, wilt, or stop bloom- 
ing when the real heat of sum- 
mer begins. 

Another spring-weather lover 
is Calendula. This bright yel- 
low or golden orange flower 
loves cool temperatures and 
are easy to care for in the 
spring, but will stop blossom- 
ing when the hot summer tem- 
peratures arrive. 

Dianthus, a close relative to 
the Tewksbury favorite Car-na- 
tion, will keep their bright 
blooms all spring, even 
through a light frost. Once 
summer temperatures arrive, 
shear them back about one- 
third and keep them watered 
and weeded. Dianthus will 
reward you for the good care 
over the summer by rebloom- 
ing in the fall when cooler tem- 
peratures return. 

Petunias are often thought 
of as a summer favorite, but 
they actually do much better 
in the cooler temperatures of 
the spring. Petunias come in a 
large variety of colors and 
bloom sizes, but require some 
attention when the heat of 
summer arrives. The Petunia 
is happiest in full sun, but you 
must keep them well watered 
and fertilized (water alone is 
not enough), and cut back dead 
blossoms to encourage new 
growth. 

The soft silver-tone foliage 
of Dusty Miller makes a nice 


_ contrast in pots, and beds with, | 
“ single daisy shaped blossom 


the bright’ blooms of other 
cool weather spring favorites. 
Dusty Miller tends to stay on 


the short side, growing about 


6 to 9 inches, but are almost 
indestructible. They are dis- 
ease resistant, can take a hot 
summer drought as well as a 
light spring frost. Even deer 


them! This little dynamo of a 
plant likes full sun, but will 
tolerate part shade, and is 
forgiving to the forgetful gar- 
dener that doesn’t water reg- 
ularly. With a little love, and 


very little attention, Dusty 


Miller will reward you with 
its silver-blue foliage from 
May ’til the first hard frost of 
fall. 

Snapdragons always bring to 
mind a summer’s day, but will 
often stop blooming during 
the heat of July and August. 
Snapdragon comes in many 
size varieties from dwarf (6 to 
9 inches) up to standard that 
can grow up to two feet tall. 
They also come in many 
bright and jewel tone colors 
that bloom brightly in the 
early to late spring, and will 
rebloom in the cooler temper- 
atures of fall. 

Sweet Alyssum is small in 
stature (only 4-6 inches tall) 
but offer a sea of color by pro- 
ducing thousands of tiny, fra- 
grant blossoms in white, rose 
or blue. Sweet Alyssum is a 
quick spreader, great for pots, 
hangers and beds, and will 
attract both bees and butter- 
flies to your garden. They like 
to be planted in full sun and 
will thrive until the hot tem- 
peratures of summer arrive. 
When the heat turns up, you 
will need to give them a quick 
“haircut” to promote new 
blossom growth. 

Osteospermum, also known 
as African Daisy, produces a 


that comes in striking, bold 
colors. They grow from 1 to 3 
feet tall, and will thrive in 
both full sun and part shade. 
Osteospermum will bloom 
constantly in temperatures 
that are in the 50’s and 60’s, 
but generally stop blooming 


soar. Not to worry, your Afri- 
can Daisy will rebloom when 
cooler temps return in .au- 
tumn. 

Geraniums are known - as 
“America’s favorite summer 
flower” and bring to mind 
Memorial. Day weekend ‘and 
Forth of July celebrations. 
You probably didn’t know that 
the summertime Geranium 
can tolerate temperatures in 
the low 40’s. Geraniums are 
perfect plants for pots, win- 
dowboxes, hangers and bor- 
dering flower beds. 

Available in many colors and 
bi-colors, and upright and 
trailing varieties. Give them’a 
full sun spot, remove dead 
flower heads as needed, and 
you will have spectacular col- 
or from early spring to fall. 

If a hard frost is predicted 
after you have planted your 
spring favorites, don’t panic. I 
always keep a few inexpensive 
vinyl/plastic, reusable table- 
cloths on hand. They make a 
perfect cover for young, ‘ten- 
der plants when winter tem- 
peratures strike back. Simply 
spread the tablecloths ‘out 
over your newly planted annu- 


- als ( soft side down, vinyl side 


up) the evening or afternoon 
before the predicted frost 
arrives. In the morning, re- 
move all coverings from the 
plants when the spring sun- 
shine allows the temperature 
to rebound to a more tolerable 
degree. 

With Mother Nature's coop- 
eration, hopefully we can ‘put 
away our umbrellas long 
enough to get out our garden- 
ing tools. No need to wait until 
Memorial Day weekend to 
brighten up your winter-worn 
yard. There are plenty, of 
“summer” annual varieties 
ready, willing and able to, swe

When she first started, the 
local carriers used their 
own cars. They would own 
vehicles with bench seats. 
DeRoche had a Plymouth 
Duster. She sat in the mid- 


‘dle and put the mail against 


the passenger’s door. 

“I actually drove with my 
left foot on the brake and 
gas,” she explains. She 
would steer with her left 
arm and delivered mail with 
the right. 

“You just did it, and once 
you got it down pat, it was 
awesome.” 

Also, when she first start- 
ed, the carriers had lock 
boxes and sold stamps. If 
customers had things to 
mail, carriers took their 
packages. 

“Basically we were the 
window service for them,” 
DeRoche explained. “Now 
they go to the post office to 
do it or do it on-line.” 

Carriers still provide serv- 
ices such as picking up the 
packages after customers 
arranged for mailing on- 
line. 

DeRoche also watched the 
town grow and change. For 
example, on her route one 
little home in a wooded area 
grew into 30 residences. 

“Chestnut and Burlington 
Avenue were my two main 
roads,” she said. “It is a 
beautiful area and always 
has been.”

very transparent about this 
process,” said committee 
Chair Julie Broussard.

Collier 


Memorial

Six years ago, two men 
responsible for placing two 
bombs at the finish line of 
the Boston Marathon shot 
and killed Wilmington native 
and MIT police officer Sean 
Collier as he sat in his police 
cruiser while on his normal 3 
- 11:15 p.m. assignment. 

When news first broke, an 
outpouring of support came 
from law enforcement offi- 
cers all around the state and 
the country, not to mention 
from then Governor Deval 
Patrick and then Boston 
Mayor Tom Menino. Flags 
were lowered to half-staff 
and memorials were placed 
at the site where he was 
killed. 

Today, Collier’s hometown 
has the chance to remember 
the fallen hero thanks to the 
work of Wilmington High 
School student Joseph 
Wilson. The high school sen- 
ior started a GoFundMe 
page to raise money for a 
memorial in Collier’s honor. 
He originally asked for 
$3,000, but as of press time, 
he had already more than 
doubled that amount. 

~ When asked what he 
would do were he to raise 
more than the necessary 
amount, Wilson said he 
would donate the rest to 
Collier’s family and the Sean 
Collier Memorial 
Scholarship Fund. 

Upon finding out that he 
had already well-exceeded 
his goal, Wilson said, “The 
goal has been exceeded and 
I’m so happy that it has.” 

Collier graduated from 
the school in 2004, then went 
on to Salem State College 
where he graduated with a 


bachelor’s degree in crim- 
inal justice with honors in 
2009. During his time at 
Salem State, Collier also 
served as an auxiliary 
police officer with the 
Somerville Police 
Department. He became 
the youngest member to 
attain the rank of ser- 
geant. 

Collier was an intern 
with the Somerville Police 
Department before becom- 
ing a Records Clerk in the 
late afternoon and evening 
shift. He was sponsored by 
Somerville Police to 
attend the MBTA Transit 
Police Academy, which he 
did on his own time, while 
still working an evening shift 
in the Records Bureau and 
assisting the Technology 
Officer. Collier finished top of 
his class academically and 
had the highest grade point 
average of any officer who 
graduated from the MBTA 
Academy. 

In 2012, he became a 
member of the MIT police 
department. 

Before Collier’s passing, 
MIT Police Chief John 
DiFava worried __ that 
Somerville Police would call 
Collier back to Somerville, so 
DiF ava tried to talk him into 
staying at MIT. The chief 
saw Collier as a promising 
young officer and ‘felt his 
potential loss would be diffi- 
cult for MIT to overcome. 

Sadly, the call never 
came. 

For Wilson, Collier repre- 
sented “exactly what it 
means to be a police officer. 

“I want people to appreci- 
ate the men and women who 
risk their lives every day and 
go out there to protect people 
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“Do the right thing, not the easy thing.” 


who they don’t even know. 
These men and women sacri- 
fice so much: holidays, birth- 
days, family events, gradua- 
tions, and sometimes they 
make the ultimate sacrifice.” 

While the Wilmington 
High School senior didn’t 
know Collier personally, he 
said his dad knew him from 
work as a Superintendent of 


Operations with the 
Cambridge Police 
Department. 


“He worked as a police 
officer in the city for 32 
years,” Wilson said about his 
father, “so he worked very 
closely with MIT and the 
MIT Police. He never really 
worked with Sean directly 
but he met him a few times 
working in the city.” 

The memorial will be a 
black granite stone about 2’ 
by 1.5’. The rendering will be 
etched into the stone and it 
will be placed in the high 
school’s courtyard opposite 
the corner of the 9/11 memo- 
rial. 

About the memorial, 
Wilson said, “I hope for the

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memorial to be erected mid- 
to-late summer of this year! 
I hope to plan an unveiling 
and dedication ceremony at 
the high school and I will 
certainly reach out to Sean’s 
family when the details 
become available!” 

He added how he’s wanted 
to do this for two years and 
the senior project gave him 
the opportunity. 

“For the most part, I’m 
working on this on my own,” 
the senior acknowledged. “I 
do have help from Ms. Fidler, 
a graphic design teacher at 
WHS, who is serving as my 
faculty advisor and_ she 
helped me turn my drawing 
into a digital rendering.” 

For anyone who knew 
Collier, they would say he is 
more than deserving of this 
honor. 

Just days after the shoot- 
ing, a roommate of Collier’s 
told the Boston Globe, 
through tears, that Collier 
was “awesome,” his only 
fault being that he was too 
brave. 

“He was the guy who went 
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to help,” the roommate told 
the Globe. “The best guy got 
shot down.” 

In a statement released 
just days after his murder, 
Collier’s family said, “We are 
heartbroken by the loss of 
our wonderful and caring 
son and brother, Sean Collier. 
Our only solace is that Sean 
died bravely doing what he 
committed his life to — serv- 
ing and protecting others. We 
are thankful for the outpour- 
ing of support and condo- 
lences offered by so many 
people.” 

One of Collier’s former 
bosses at the Somerville 
Police Department, 
Lieutenant William Rymill,

who had known Collier for 
five years, said that he often 
would come in on his time 
off to help out, or help offi- 
cers set up their personal 
computers at home. 
“Anybody could relate to 
him. Sean could talk to any- 
body,” Rymill told the Globe. 
“The girls here in dispatch 
haven’t stopped crying.” 
For anyone who saw the 
movie made about the 
marathon bombings, 
“Patriots Day,” the director 
portrayed Collier as a young, 
dedicated officer who 
enjoyed country music ‘and

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Somewhere in this jug- 
gling act is a little bit of 
every tone in the Marvel 
universe: some of the wit 
of "Iron Man," a touch of 
the madcap romp of 
"Guardians of the Galaxy," 
a smidge of the cosmic 
saga of "Thor," and even a 
little of the resonance of 
"Black Panther." More 
than any of those franchis- 
es, "Endgame," at its best 
moments, carries the thrill 
of classic comic-book 
twists and reversals. 

But the main difference 
is that a dose of finality 
has finally crept into a uni- 
verse where death is sel- 
dom visited on anyone but 
the bad guys. "Endgame" 
will likely be most remem- 
bered for its teary good- 
byes. To say who dies 
would, of course, invite my 
own demise. But the send- 
offs, tender and sincere, 
capture something about 
the "Avengers" films. At 
their root, they are about 
family. 

Other farewells are 
more legitimately somber. 
The late Stan Lee here 
makes his final cameo, and 
it's a good one. Lee's swan 
song, as much as anything, 
verifies that "Endgame" 
marks the end of an era. 

The conclusion of this 
chapter in the MCU, of 
course, won't last long; 
Marvel's assembly lines 
are already humming. 

At their worst, they are 
colossal, inhuman prod- 
ucts built for a supersized 
form of binge-watching. At 
their best, they are grand, 
mega-sized Hollywood 
spectacles. It's not a spoil- 
er to say that "Endgame" 
verges more on the latter. 
"Running time: 181 min- 
utes. Three stars out of 
four.

FAST, EASY & DELICIOUS - With a few simple shortcut ingredients, you can have warm 
and cheesy homemade quesadillas on the dinner table in less than half an hour. If you need 
to master the basic steps of how to make chicken quesadillas, this is the place to start. ~~ 


STEPS 


1. Cut chicken into bite- 
size pieces. In small bowl, 
mix chicken and salsa. 


2. Spray 1 side of 1 tortilla 
with cooking spray; place 
sprayed side down on work 
surface. Layer with one- 
fourth of the chicken mixture 
and 1/2 cup of the cheese. 
Top with another tortilla; 
spray top of tortilla with 
cooking spray. 


3. Cook in 10-inch non- 
stick skillet over medium 
heat 4 to 6 minutes, carefully 
turning after 2 minutes, until 
golden brown. Repeat with 
remaining tortillas, chicken 
mixture and cheese. To 
serve, cut quesadillas into 
wedges. Serve with sour 
cream and, if desired, addi- 
tional salsa. 


EXPERT TIPS 


If you can't find the refrig- 
erated seasoned chicken, sub- 
stitute 1 1/2 cups diced cooked 
chicken. Or skip the chicken, 
and use refried black beans 
instead. 


Try sprinkling some 
chopped tomato, green onion, 
and ripe olives or cooked corn 
kernels on the cheese and 
chicken before cooking. 


Make gooey quesadillas in 
a large flat skillet, on a pan- 
cake griddle, in a panini grill, 
or even in a hot waffle iron. 


Serve with not only the 
sour cream, but a selection of 
tomato and tomatillo (green 
chile or salsa verde) salsas or 
taco sauces.
